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THE HISTORY OF 
HUNTINGTON BEACH 
IN SURF

In 1959, a tall and muscular Southern California lifeguard by the name of Jack Haley won the 
first surfing competition in Huntington Beach. Back then, the US Open of Surf was the West Coast 
Surfing Championship, and the first local surfboard shop was celebrating its third anniversary. 


There was no first prize paycheck, no 
endorsement deals, and unfortunately for them, 
no high-tech wetsuits or even surf leashes. That 
first year had a total of 73 entries, and surfers rode 
9-10 foot longboards into cold September waters. 
Those who witnessed the event, remember Haley 
walking up and down on his surfboard, raising his 
arms in victory as he made his way to the shore. 
He had outdone the rest of the competition by 
shooting the pier twice, which was an incredible 
feet for the day. In the female division, local legend 
Linda Benson, a flashy surfer from Encinitas took 
first prize. 


Over the years, the US Open of Surf has 
produced some incredible moments. There was 
Cheyne Horan’s backside 360 in 1982, as well 
as Rochelle Ballard’s heroic effort to win after a 
terrible surfing accident that left her unconscious 
the day prior. There was the Kelly Slater and 
Shane Beschen final in 1996, and also Slater’s 
unforgettable perfect 10 rides. In 2008, fourteen- 
year-old Malia Manuel became the youngest female 
to ever win the main event, and in 2012, Julian 
Wilson’s stretch of incredible rides made him the 
first non-American to win the men’s division since

Surf has earned its reputation as surfing’s biggest 
platform, producing some of the sports greatest 
moments. Nevertheless, it’s the city itself that has 
had an even richer history. 



Last year, Huntington Beach celebrated a 
100 years of Surfing. That’s right, 100 years! In 
1914, at the invitation of railroad mogul Henry 
Huntington, Hawaiian surfer George Freeth 
christened the Huntington Beach waves. The surf 
exhibition was part of the ceremony to celebrate 
the new Huntington Beach Pier, which would 
soon become the ultimate landmark in Southern 
California surfing. 

If you look around Huntington Beach today, 
there are constant reminders of Huntington’s 
place in surfing history. There is the surfing Walk 
and Hall of Fame in front of HB Surf and Sport, 
which preserves the handprints and footprints of 
the world’s greatest surfers. There is the bronze 
statue of surfing legend Duke Kahanamoku, which 
stands in the center of what is known as the Times 
Square of Surf, and is a reminder of his influence 
on the Southern California surf culture. 

There is the infamous Jack’s Surfboards, 
which was founded in 1957 by Huntington Beach 
local Jack Hokanson, who came up with the 
concept while taking his son surfing at the pier.

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Jack noticed that the often cold water demanded 
a shop where more than just surfboards could be 
purchased. Little did Jack know, the explosion of 
surf was right around the corner, and his decision 
to open the store on Main Street would lead to his 
store become a Huntington Beach staple. 

In the decades that followed, the rise of surf 
culture exploded in Huntington Beach with the help 
of musical hits like “Surf City USA’ in 1963, and the 
influential surf film “The Endless Summer" in 1964. 
It seemed that no matter where you looked, the city 
was producing surfing legends, companies, and 
moments that defined the sports history. From the 
founding of Quicksilver by Bob McKnight in 1970, 
to the founding of Surfline by Sean Collins 1985, 
and even the creation of the International Surfing 
Museum in 1987 by Natalie Kotsch, the list of 
local surf celebrities and entrepreneurs goes on 
and on. But perhaps one of Huntington Beach’s 
proudest surfing moments came in 2009, when 
Huntington natives Brett Simpson and Courtney 
Conlogue became the first local duo to bring home 
the US Open of Surf trophy in the same year. Of 
all the surfers that traveled from every corner of the 
globe, it was two Huntington surfers that outlasted 
the competition at surfing’s biggest event. If that 
doesn’t sum up Huntington Beach’s influence in 
surf, I don’t know what does. 

To date, the US Open of Surf is the largest 
professional surfing competition and action sports 
festival in the world. There are over 300 world- 
class athletes and the event draws over 500,000 in 
attendance, with a surfing grand prize of $100,000. 
The main sponsor of the event is Vans, who also 


has a strong connection to Huntington Beach. 
According to Vans’ vice president Doug Palladin, 
“nearly 50 years ago, Paul Van Doren opened the 
first Vans store just a few miles from the Vans US 
Open event site, the same place where he met 
surf legend Duke Kahanamoku and made him one- 
of-a-kind Vans to celebrate his unique style. It’s 
an honor to carry forward that legacy of creative 
expression here in 2015." 

This year, we have a lot to look forward 
to with fierce competition in both the male and 
female divisions, as Felipe Toledo and Tyler Wright 
attempt to defend their titles. Of course, if you 
come out this year, make sure you soak in the rich 
history and remember that it all started 100 years 
ago with a Hawaiian surfer and an invitation from 
Henry Huntington himself.
